SHIGEMITSC’S VISIT 
The relations b etween Japan and the United 
States are historically unusual. The United States 
conquered Japan in World W ar II and could have 
turned it into a colony. The Japanese, in 19 45, 
were in no position to resist any conditions im­ 
posed upon them b y the conqueror. They had 
dreamed dreams which had turned into a night­ 
mare. 
Mamoru Shigemitsu was chosen to stand on 
the U.S.S. “Missouri” to surrender to General 
Douglas MacArthur. Shigmitsu was symb olic of 
Japan's tragedy. One who had recognized the 
errors of Japanese militarism, who feared the 
consequences of their wild aspirations in the early 
19 30’s, Shigemitzu had stood loyally b y his coun­ 
try throughout all the mistakes of policy and ac­ 
tivity, had his legs shot out from under him, crip­ 
pled for life; nevertheless proud, hopeful, even 
gay. 
It was a moment for me to see him again for 
we had started our careers in the F ar East ab out 
the same time, 37 years ago, and have known each 
other during all of the years. I have seen him in 
conference with Chinese a n d . Americans and I 
have seen him fight for his country, b ut, even 
more, fight for sanity in Asia where, in those 
years, there was little sanity b ecause a fierce na­ 
tionalism was ob scuring the perspective not only 
of the masses b ut of the leaders of b oth China and 
Japan. 
Instead of b ecoming an American colony, 
Japan was reb uilt b y General Douglas Mac­ 
A rthur into a sovereign state, dependent upon the 
United States economically and defensively .b ut 
sovereign nonetheless. W hatever criticism there 
may now b e of the M acArthur regime in Japan 
or in the United States, it remains one of the 
outstanding ex pressions of moral conduct in his­ 
tory. Japan's weaknesses are of the soil and erf 
geography, of politics or policy. 
Fundamentally, the troub le started soon after 
the Meiji Revolution (1868^ when the Japanese 
determined, as a result of the opening of the 
country b y Commodore Perry (1853), to b ecome 
a modern nation. Unquestionab ly, Prince Ito and 
his associates were influenced b y the history of 
Great Britain. Here too is an island kingdom, 
small in area b ut large in population, homo­ 
geneous and intensely patriotic, capab le of tre­ 
mendous energy b ut lacking in foodstuffs and raw 
materials, lying off a continent which it had to 
m aster and from which, for more than 300 years, 
it gained political and economic strength. What 
England was to Europe, Japan would b e to Asia. 
But Japan was late. It was not possib le to do 
in the reign of Hirohito what the British did un­ 
der Elizab eth I and the Stuarts and which was 
crowned with the diadem of India in the reign of 
Victoria.

INFANT DEATH RATE 
It may come as a surprise to many of us to 
l^arn that more infanta now die in the United 
States during the first thrCe days of life than 
during the other 362 days of the first year. Fur­ 
thermore, deaths occuring during the first w’eek of 
life during the past fifteen years in Chicago have 
constituted tw’o-thirds of all deaths in persons 
under one year of age. Of all the infant deaths 
in Chicago in 19 54, over fifty per cent occurred 
in infants under 7 days of age wrho were b orn in 
hospitals and who died without ever leaving the 
hospital. These figures, are from Dr. Herman 
Bundeson, president of the Chicago Board of 
Health. 
Dr. Bundeson points out that during the past 
several decades, there has b een little reduction 
in the death rate of infants up to one week old 
and there has b een little progress in determining 
the actual reasons for the continuing large num­ 
b ers of preventab le deaths in the newb orn. On 
the other hand, the statistics do clearly show’ that 
there has b een spectacular progress during the 
same span of time in reducing the death rate in 
infants from one week through to eleven months 
of age. It is felt that this tremendous saving of 
infants life has b een b rought ab out b y applying 
pub lic health measures developed through know­ 
ledge of the reasons for these deaths. These meas­ 
ures include protection of milk and w ater supplies 
and introduction of early immunization preced- 
ures against whooping cough, diphtheria, and 
measles, which not so long ago caused many 
deaths in infants. In addition, part of the reduc­ 
tion in the death rate in infants over one week 
old is accounted for b y the early diagnosis of dis­ 
orders in infants b y skillful family doctors and 
the use of the sulfonamide drugs and antib iotics 
such as penicillin for treatm ent of these disorders. 
Dr. Bundeson feels that this death rate can b e 
cut down considerab ly b y more careful attention 
to the causes of death in this age group. Unless 
health officials know the true causes for illness 
or death in new’b om infants they will have no re­ 
liab le b asis for measuring the results of their ef­ 
forts. It is felt that to find the true causes of 
ieath it is necessaiy to perform a sufficiently 
arge numb er of satisfactory post-mortem ex ­ 
aminations. This has b een done in Chicago for 
the past 20 years, such ex aminations b eing done 
in ab out 80 per cent of the 1,200 deaths of the 
infants in their first week. The findings at post­ 
mortem and the history of the case must b e 
studied carefully. Too often the death certificate 
is filled out b efore the post-mortem findings are 
availab le and, in many cases, the actual cause of 
death is never filled in or corrected on the death 
certificates. This may give 
a false idea as to 
what is actually the reasons for so many infants 
dying during the critical first week.

“The Fund for the Repub lic, 
which now is engaged in an ac­ 
tive propaganda seeking to dis­ 
credit the security system of the 
United States government. This 
is the project 
wfcich 
National 
Commander Seab orn P. Collins 
of the American Legion recently 
denounced. 
* Likewise, not only does the 
Ford 
Foundation, 
which 
ob ­ 
tained the funds from the motor 
car company and which gave 
them to the independent corpora­ 
tion known as “The Fund for the 
Repub lic,” assume no responsi 
b ility for w hat has b een done 
thus far with the money b ut the 
trustees of the foundation are 
very much disturb ed b y the kind 
of campaign that has b een un­ 
dertaken. 
The foregoing factual state­ 
ments have b een ob tained from 
sources most familiar with what 
has happened. It seems likely 
that a congressional investigating 
committee will at the nex t ses­ 
sion seek to put on pub lic record 
all the strange aspects of this 
$15,000,000 project. 
It is learned that Paul Hoff­ 
man, now chairman of Stude 
b aker-Packard Corporation and 
who at one time was the head 
of the Ford Foundation, incurred 
the displeasure of some of the 
trustees of the foundation, and 
his resignation was consequently 
sub mitted. 
But at ab out 
the 
same time a b road declaration 
was approved b y the Ford Foun­ 
dation concerning a project to b e 
instituted b y “the fund for the 
repub lic” and Mr. Hoffman b e­ 
came its chairman. 
The state 
ment issued at the time said the 
ob ject was “to support activities 
directed toward the elimination 
of restrictions on freedom of 
thought, inquiry, and ex pression 
in the United States, and the 
development of policies and pro­ 
cedures b est adapted to protect 
these rights in the face of persis 
tent international tension." 
THE WORDS of the charter 
were b road enough to permit a 
fair 
and 
dispassionate 
study, 
giving all sides of these contro­ 
versial questions. But “the fund 
for the repub lic” consists of a 
b oard of directors predominantly 
from 
the 
“left wing.”

is 
headed up b y Rob ert M. Hutch­ 
ins, as president, whose relation­ 
ship with the Ford Foundation 
was severed after friction de­ 
veloped as to his viewpoints.

SHIGEMITSC'S VISIT 
The relations between Japan and the United 
States are historically unusual. The United States 
conquered Japan in World W ar II and could have 
turned it into a colony. The Japanese, in 1945, 
were in no position to resist any conditions im­ 
posed upon them by the conqueror. They had 
dreamed dream s which had turned into a night­ 
mare. 
Mamoru Shigemitsu was chosen to stand on 
the U.S.S. “Missouri” to surrender to General 
Douglas MacArthur. Shigmitsu was symbolic of 
Japan’s tragedy. One who had recognized the 
errors of Japanese militarism, who feared the 
consequences of their wild aspirations in the early 
1930’s, Shigemitzu had stood loyally by his coun­ 
try throughout all the m istakes of policy and ac­ 
tivity, had his legs shot out from under him, crip­ 
pled for life; nevertheless proud, hopeful, even 
gay- 
It was a moment for me to see him again for 
we had started our careers in the F ar East about 
the same time, 37 years ago. and have known each 
other during all of the years. I have seen him in 
conference with Chinese and Americans and I 
have seen him fight for his country, but, even 
more, fight for sanity in Asia where, in those 
years, there was little sanity because a fierce na­ 
tionalism was obscuring the perspective not only 
of the masses but of the leaders of both China and 
Japan. 
Instead of becoming an American colony, 
Japan was rebuilt by General Douglas 
Mac­ 
A rthur into a sovereign state, dependent upon the 
United States economically and defensively .but 
sovereign nonetheless. W hatever criticism there 
may now be of the M acArthur regime in Japan 
or in the United States, it remains one of the 
outstanding expressions of moral conduct in his­ 
tory. Japan's weaknesses are of the soil and of 
geography, of politics or policy. 
Fundamentally, the trouble started soon after 
the Meiji Revolution (1868^ when the Japanese 
determined, as a result of the opening of the 
country by Commodore Perry (1853), to become 
a modern nation. Unquestionably, Prince Ito and

It may come as a surprise to many of us to 
l^arn that more infants now* die in the United 
States during the first thr£e days of life than 
during the other 362 days of the first year. F ur­ 
thermore, deaths occuring during the first week of 
life during the past fifteen years in Chicago have 
constituted two-thirds of all deaths in persons 
under one year of age. Of all the infant deaths 
in Chicago in 1954, over fifty per cent occurred 
in infants under 7 days of age who were born in 
hospitals and who died without ever leaving the 
hospital. These figures * are from Dr. Herman 
Bundeson, president of the Chicago Board of 
Health. 
Dr. Bundeson points out that during the past 
several decades, there has been little reduction 
in the death rate of infants up to one week old 
and there has been little progress in determining 
the actual reasons for the continuing large num­ 
bers of preventable deaths in the newborn. On 
the other hand, the statistics do clearly show that 
there has been spectacular progress during the

measles, which not so long ago caused many 
deaths in infants. In addition, part of the reduc­ 
tion in the death rate in infants over one week 
old is accounted for by the early diagnosis of dis­ 
orders in infants by skillful family doctors and 
the use of the sulfonamide drugs and antibiotics 
such as penicillin for treatm ent of these disorders. 
Dr. Bundeson feels that this death rate can be 
cut down considerably by more careful attention 
to the causes of death in this age group. Unless 
health officials know the true causes for illness 
or death in newborn infants they will have no re­ 
liable basis for measuring the results of their ef­ 
forts. It is felt that to find the true causes of 
death it is necessary to perform a sufficiently 
large number of satisfactory post-mortem ex­ 
aminations. This has been done in Chicago for 
the past 20 years, such examinations being done 
in about 80 per cent of the 1,200 deaths of the 
infants in their first week. The findings at post­ 
mortem and the history of the case must he 
studied carefully. Too often the death certificate 
is filled out before the post-mortem findings are 
available and, in many cases, the actual cause of 
death is never filled in or corrected on the death 
certificates. This may give a false idea as to 
what is actually the reasons for so many infants 
dying during the critical first week.

Historians can still see part of 
the chain that was actually strung 
across the Hudson near West

ships.

Ev en to this day I am thrilled

I remember when shad fishing 
was a big item down our way. It 
is said, that in the 18 00’s fishing 
for sturgeon was at its height. 

To­ 
day, it is said, oysters from Long 
Island are transported to beds 
in the riv er, for growing young 
blue points. 
Hudson riv er clay 
was always good for brick-mak­ 
ing. 
Years back, hemlock logs 
were floated down the stream 
for the tanning industry, and 
white pine logs for ship masts.

talk ab ou t au tomation. 
This is 
a fancy word for “au tom atic fac­ 
tories.” These are the factories 
where the raw m aterials are fed 
into one end and the finished 
produ cts come ou t the other end. 
Su ch factories are very expensive 
to b u ild; b u t they will tu rn ou t 
the same amou nt of shoes, cloth­ 
ing. candy , and cloth with 50 
people that is now produ ced b y 
500 people. 
Au tomation has b ecome pos­ 
sib le only with the development 
of electronics 
(which I hope 
every high school is teaching). 
As a resu lt the American elec­ 
tronics indu stry has growrn from 
a b u siness of only a few dollars 
to one of over a b illion dollars. 
Electronics 
accomplishes 
two 
things—(1) It enab les a very 
faint 
electric 
cu rrent 
to 
b e 
tu rned into a strong cu rrent, as 
illu strated b y the lou d-speakers 
of radios. (2) It enab les an elec­ 
tric cu rrent to b e tu rned on or 
off b y a change of light or sou nd, 
or b y tem peratu re instead of b y 
hand. This is illu strated b y the 
“electric ey e,” which opens and 
closes doors for y ou . 
ONE REASON for the com­ 
ing great increase in au tomation 
is that tu b es su ch as are u seij 
in y ou r radio and TV sets will 
soon 
b ecome 
ob solete. 
These 
tu b es are b eing replaced b y tiny 


“transistors.” These transistors 
are so small that hearing aids 
are now b eing made with them, 
b eing b u ilt into the frames of 
ey eglasses so that no one will 
have a hint that the person is 
deaf and u ses a hearing aid. 
Now, let me come to the real 
im portant point of this colu mn. 
I refer to the great opportu nity 
facing teachers, preachers, and 
parents 
of 
impressing 
u pon 
y ou ng people that they already 
possess the most wonderfu l “au ­ 
tomatic factory ,” far more m ar­ 
velou s than any other in ex­ 
istence. With a good working 
knowledge of “reading*, writing, 
and arithm etic” and a fu ll recog­ 
nition that they own and con­ 
trol su ch an efficient factory , ev­ 
ery 
stu dent 
shou ld 
b ecome 
healthy , prosperou s, and happy . 
FOR RAW MATERIALS, y ou 
feed in water, air, and certain 
foods. These pass throu gh pipes 
and cookers in a* process not u n­ 
like that u sed b y the most mod­ 
ern 
electronic 
factory . 
These 
raw materials are au tomatically 
changed into mu scle, b rains, and 
cu ltu ral “gifts.” Bu t this is not 
all. In addition, stu dents can 
tu rn an “electric knob ” and de­ 
termine whether his or her au to­ 
matic factory will produ ce phy ­ 
sical force, u sed b y common la­ 
b or, or b rain power, u sed b y ex­ 
ecu tives, or a cu ltu ral produ ct, 
su ch as mu sic, painting, poetry , 
etc. 
Bu t—rwake u p! Au tomation— 
as illu strated b y television—is 
fast catching u p with y ou . I no­ 
ticed

TV 
m anu factu rer 
whereb y with a flash of light a 
person sitting in any chair in a 
room (with no wires, no cords) 
can tu rn a TV set on, off, or 
change the channel while re­ 
maining in his easy chair. It 
even enab les one to shu t off an­ 
noy ing 
“commercials” 
withou t 
changing the pictu re. This pow­ 
er of remote control stu dents 
have had since b ab y hood; b u t 
flow many are u sing it? To teach 
stu dents to u se it shou ld b e an 
important work of the pu b lic 
schools.

A Column of Contrary Opinion 
BABSON on BUSINESS 


An interesting phenomenon of 
hyper-boom eras is the attitude 
of people toward anyone who 
dares to think the boom may not 
last forever. 
On 
occasion 
lately—on 
the 
street corner, in the barber shop, 
and at such casual meetings—the 
Ruminator has been twitted about 
his having dared to doubt the 
everlasting qualities of the pres­ 
ent boom, in some of these arti­ 
cles. 
It is a characteristic of boom 
sentiment that anyone who easts 
a fishy eye at the hyper opti­ 
mism prevailing is at once be­ 
rated as a prophet of doom and 
gloom. 
Just 
for 
amusement, 
there­ 
fore. the Ruminator has spent 
some time in his ham library 
this past week, jotting down a 
few remarks that appeared in 
the public print at another boom 
era. The 1936-1937 era interested 
me, 
because th? stock-market 
collapse and business bust was 
so 
generally 
unexpected — and 
also because you do not often 
run 
across 
references .to 
the 
1936-1937 pe riod, i f anyone ever 
does glance back these days— 
which is ' infrequent indeed—he 
looks at 1929. Yet, 1936-1937 was 
a surprising bust-up which, you 
may 
recall, 
scared 
the 
New 
Scalers 
far 
more 
than 
they 
cared to admit. 
“They didnt 
plan it that way.” 
I TOOK a quick look abroad 
first, and ran across this item 
from a report of the Royal Eco­ 
nomic Society < London > in Oc­ 
tober, 1936: “Generally we are 
approaching 
boom 
conditions 
and apart from a slight slacken­ 
ing 
in 
prospective 
building, 
there is nothing to suggest dan- 
*ger of a set-back in the near 
future.” As a measurement of 
what was reflected in the Brit­ 
ish stock market, I noted that 
industrial 
shares 
registered 
their “tops” late thgit year, aft­ 
er a five-year bull rise; and the 
fall continued until mid-1940. 
A trade slump occurred also, of 
course. 
Turning to an American view, 
this comment appeared in “B ar­ 
ron’s” for January 27, 1937 (by 
Dr. Warren M. Persons, a noted 
economist of the tim e!: “ If busi­ 
ness keeps up the rate of recov­ 
ery witnessed between 1932 and 
1936 (which he apparently an­ 
ticipated) 
the country' should 
get back to normal by 1938.” 
Strangely enough, 1936 and the 
first half of 1937 were consid­ 
ered boom times although busi­ 
ness barometers still had not 
climbed back up to their “ nor­ 
mal line.” Which suggests the 


question: What is normal? 
IN ANY EVENT by the time, 
1938 came around we were in a I 
sharp 
and 
crippling 
slump, j 
which as I mentioned had the ( 
New Dealers about ready t o 1 
pull their long hair out. 
Let us now see how the stock 
market was .looked upon at New 
Year’s, 1937. An article in the j 
New York Times “Annalist” (a 
revered financial publication of; 
those days) ended with this sen- ' 
tence: “The average direction of 
movement of industrial stock 
prices in the next three or four , 
years can scarcely escape being 
upward.” 
You 
doubtless 
recall 
what 
happened: A big top on the 
market in March, a second peak 
in September, with the frighten­ 
ing collapse to follow. The bear 
market lasted until March, 1938. 
Students of the stock market 
will 
be 
interested 
in 
a Dow 
Theory double-cross which oc­ 
curred at that time. 
The rails 
had 
dragged 
behind 
the 
in­ 
dustrials for months (as they 
have in the present bull market). 
Finally, during the first week in 
March, 1937, on big volume, both 
industrials and rails registered 
new “highs” I thus “reconfirm­ 
ing”, the bull market, under the 
Dow' Theory). Almost immedi­ 
ately after the “rail confirma­ 
tion” the industrials turned over 
and started on their long pre­ 
cipitous toboggan, shortly to be 
follow'ed by the rails. 
BDSI N ESS NEWS and com­ 
ments, in late 1936 and early 
1937, were universally optimistic 
(as they are today). 
Headings 
in the financial press were gen­ 
erally rosy, 
such as this one: 
“Earnings Still at Flood Tide” 
(February' 22, 1937, just before 
the deluge). 
When 
one 
reviews 
former 
boom eras he cannot help but 
derive confidence in the theory 
of contrary’ opinion—although it 
must always be admitted that 
thr contrary theory does not en­ 
able us to “time” events closely. 
A boom may run on for a sur­ 
prisingly long time and the mo­ 
mentum 
continue 
strong, 
but 
history 
does 
not suggest that 
booms last forever. 
You could read, in 1929 for in­ 
stance. that the Federal Reserve 
authorities could prevent a re­ 
cession from developing into a 
depression, 
by 
their monetary 
controls. You read the same to­ 
day. But the 1929 collapse and 
ensuing long depression was not 
prevented, or even curbed, by 
monetary means. It had to run 
its course, and exhaust 
itself. 
Let us hope conditions will not 
become so over-extended in the

The time is 
coming when every schoolhouse 
will be built as an efficient fac­ 
tory, with teachers working and 
being paid as efficient managers, 
experts,, and foremen deserve. 
The sooner local school commit­ 
tees and taxpayers adopt this 
“factory” idea, the better off 
those cities and towns will be. 
The hope of every community is 
its children, provided they are 
properly taught the right things. 
I have little use for some of the 
silly subjects being taught today. 
DURING 
THE 
NEXT 
few 
years students will hear much 
talk about automation. 
This is 
a fancy word for “automatic fac­ 
tories.” 
These are the factories 
w’here the raw’ materials are fed 
into one end and the finished 
! products come out the other end. 
Such factories are very expensive 
to build; but they w’ill turn out 
the same amount of shoes, cloth­ 
ing. candy, and cloth with 50 
people that is now produced by 
500 people. 
Automation has become pos­ 
sible only with the development 
of electronics 
(which 
I 
hope 
every high school is teaching). 
As a result the American elec­ 
tronics industry has grown from 
a business of only a Itw dollars 
to one of over a billion dollars. 
Electronics 
accomplishes 
two 
things 
(I) It enables a very 
faint 
electric 
current 
to 
be 
turned into a strong current, as 
illustrated by the loud-speakers 
of radios. (2) It enables an elec­ 
tric current to be turnip on or 
I off by a change of light or sound, 
or by temperature instead of by 
j hand. This is illustrated by the 
“electric eye.” which opens and 
. closes doors for you. 
ONE REASON for the com- 


j ing great increase in automation 
; is that tubes such as are used 
j in your radio and TV sets wall 
| soon 
become 
obsolete. 
These 
i tubes are being replaced by tiny 


“ transistors.” These transistors 
are so small that hearing aids 
are now being made with them, 
being built into the frames of 
eyeglasses so that no one will 
have a hint that the person is 
deaf and uses a hearing aid. 
Now’, let me come to the real 
important point of this column. 
I refer to the great opportunity 
facing teachers, preachers, and 
parents 
of 
impressing 
upon 
young people that they already 
possess the most wonder!ul “au­ 
tomatic factory,” far more mar­ 
velous than any other in ex­ 
istence. With 
a 
good working 
knowledge of “reading*, writing, 
and arithmetic” and a full recog­ 
nition that they own and con­ 
trol such an efficient factory, ev­ 
ery 
student 
should 
become 
healthy, prosperous, and happy. 
FOR RAW MATERIALS, you 
feed in water, air, and certain 
foods. These pass through pipes 
and cooker* in a* process not un­ 
like that used by the most mod­ 
ern 
electronic 
factory. 
These 
raw materials are automatically 
changed into muscle, brains, and 
cultural “gifts.” But this is not 
all. 
In addition, students can 
turn an “electric knob” and de­ 
termine whether his or her auto­ 
matic factory will produce phy­ 
sical force, used by common la­ 
bor, or brain power, used by ex­ 
ecutives, or a cultural product, 
such as music, painting, poetry, 
etc. 
But—wake up! Automation— 
as illustrated by television—is 
fast catching up with you. I no­

whereby with a flash of light a 
person sitting in any chair in a 
room (with no wires, no cords) 
can turn a TV” set on, off, or 
change the channel while re­ 
maining in his easy chair.

changing the picture. This pow­ 
er of remote control students 
have had since babyhood; but 
flow many are using it? To teach 
students to use it should he an 
important work of the public 
schools.

The season as set 
by the Conservation Departm ent 
extends from Oct. 15 through 
Dec. 23, with no “split.” 
On 
Long Island, the season is later, 
beginning Oct. 29 and extending 
through Jan. 6. 
The bag 
limit remains 
the 
same for ducks—four per day 
and eight in possession. 
The 
limit may include one wood duck 
and one hooded merganser. 
Po­ 
ses si on limits may include two 
wood ducks but only one hooded 
merganser.

The limit for geese—no snow 
geese may be taken—is two per 
day and four in possession: on 
brant, six per day in possession, 
and on coot, or mudhens, ten 
per day or in possession.
